A Tale ot Dosaeatic Perplexity. 

The London Star publishes the foil 
report of a recent scene in a London court: 
"An elderly gentleman, with good hu- 
mored face and in a profuse state of perapi- 
ratioa, hurried iato coart, aad ia the ab- 
•eaee of Mr. Cook, the magistrate, address- 
tag Mr. ilurlaioae, the clerk, entreated hia 
advice and itssistaace under circumstaucea, 
he sa: 1 of extreme difficulty. 

"Mr Hurlstoao aaked the gentleman hia 
name, which he gave, aad thea continued. 
I hafe come all the wap from Cambridge 
Mesih, where I reside, to this court, io the 
hope of procuring aa order or some kind 
of writing wkick will enable me to become 
roaster ar my own house. I axa a maa of 
guwd property, have a very nice reatdence, 
axa seventj-four years old, and yei have 
aa enjoyment of my health or anything 
elea. I want to have my house to myself, 
bnl they will not let mr, aad I wish fnands 
to s om a aad see me, but they will aot let 
thaan come. I am fead of my gardea, 
where I have beautiful meloa and cucumber 
frame*, but I may aa well be without thsm 
if nobody ia to aae thea. I have paintinga 
ia my house worth oae hundred pounds 
each, bat I am ia the same position with 
them. So that though I am the beet painter, 
the beet shot aad the beat every thiag in my 
neighborhood, and ought to be very comfort- 
eble, I am very far from beiag so. 1 have 
a servant girl I waat to get rid of, and have 
several limes told her so. She is twenty- 
Iver, but will not go, and this is particular- 
ly aaaoyiag. as i have engaged a middle- 
aged, respectable person to succeed her 
oae 1 liks muck, aad could be comfortable 
with her, but whose friends advised her 
not to come till the other haa gone, and ihe 
other will aot go. Do I owe her any thing' 
No 1 da not. 1 paid her oa the loth of 
February, aad told her that if aha stopped 
aJW that my sons might pay her, tor I 
cou.d not Yet, aa I saia, there she sticks. 
How maay sane kave R Two, each about 
thirty at leaat; oae ia six years older than 
ihe other. [A laugh ] Yes, and thay in- 
terfare with ma very much, Do thay lodge 
ia my house' Yet, they do, aad a trouble 
■wth for they somstimes get quarreling, 
aad fighting together, ao that I am obliged 
to interfere, and tell them that, if it oomes 
to that, they moat light me Irat. 1 try to 
conciliate them all I can, but li s of Utile 
». I have a large water butt in use for 
years, but neither of them will clean it out, 
though they know 1 am particularly careful 
aa to parity of water. Tkey have broken 
my garden roller, too, aad what is worse, 
will aot let a man come to mead It, One or 
my leayaate haa cleared everything out or 
the house, aad run away nfieen pounds in 
debt; and the aaaoyiag thiag is, I am ad- 
vises! aot lo ask ike m*u tor my moneys or 
he will aot giro up the key he detains, aad 
that, you know, would he a further loss; or 
I cannot get a fresh tenant unless I open 
the door to let him in— at least, it would 
aot be of nay aae getung one. I have ap- 
plied about my affairs to one of the country 
magistrates. He acknowledged my sons 
were unjustified in wkat they did; and 1 
also applied to the policeman who acts aa 
inspector al the stationhouse. He told me 
that he could oot act or interfere without 
aa authoritatioa, hut that, if the magistrates 
at Warship street gave him a written older, 
he would do so immediately. So you aae I 
have come for the 01 der, if the magistrals 
or you will give m* oae. 

"Mr. Uuristons assured the applicant 
that the magistrate could not do so, neither 
had he power to interfere with his sons 
aader the circumst lacee stated. If they 
aaeaulted htm, the law wuuld of course 
protect him. The oaae of the servant waa 
different; if all he had stated waa a fact, 
he had the law ia hie own haBds; could 
pay whatever might be due her and turn 
her from hie house if he saw tt. 

Tnogentlemaa said he would have mush 
preferred a written order or paper of some 
tiad, but even ia its abseaoe he was glad 
to lad that he waa ao far empowered by 
law, aad felt exoeediBgly obliged for the 
aiteauoa shown to him.
